What  are  we  munteraand  hoosebi 
for  ?  Why  doe#  God  give  us 
and  put  us  in  possession  of  relations 
which  protection  is  dne  from  us  ?  1* 
that  as  soon  as  our  authority  is  d< 
we  shall  skulk  away  and  seek  prof 
from  tbe  bands  df  a  ’Squire  or  Cogs 
when  tbe  law  says,  ‘you  are  tbe 
tector*,  you  are  the  masters.  Tl 
bouses  are  y^nr  castles,  and  over  tl 
you  shall  exert  all  power  of  defeoo 
Mr.  Parker  reviewed  moat  of  tba 
mony  in  tbs  cose,  and  tfainfotoerf  tint 
Armstrong’s  statement  was  maliciously 
false  and  incredible.
